South  Africa  issue  wins  international 
Coin  of  the  Year  competition 

A  South  African  coin  honoring  that  nation's  women  has  been 
named  the  world's  best  coin  among  1997  issues  in  an  international 
competition. 

The  current  competition,  sponsored  annually  since  1982  by  World 
Coin  News  magazine,  began  in  fall  1998  when  the  magazine’s  editors 
selected  10  nominees  in  10  categories  from  among  all  1997-dated  coins 
issued  in  the  world  An  international  panel  of  coinage  experts  then  voted  on 
the  top  coins  in  each  category. 

In  a  second  round  of  balloting,  concluded  early  this  year,  the  same 
panel  then  voted  on  the  Coin  of  the  Year  from  among  the  10  category 
winners.  Balloting  for  coins  dated  1997  din  not  begin  until  gall  1998 
because  some  countries  issue  coins  dated  from  the  previous  year  after  the 
new  year  has  begun. 

Best  Contemporary  Event:  gold  one-rand  from  South  Africa 
commemorating  the  first  heart  transplant. 

Most  Historically  Significant  Coin:  gold  $100  from  Canada 
honoring  Alexander  Graham  Bell. 

Best  Gold  Coin:  $200  from  Canada  depicting  a  Haida  caned  mask. 

Best  Silver  Coin:  100-shilling  from  Austria  honoring  Emperor 
Maximilian  of  Mexico. 
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Best  Crown:  silver  two-pound  from  Great  Britain,  which  is  the 
one-ounce  Britannia  bullion  coin. 

Best  Trade  Coin:  brass  two-zolte  from  Poland  depicting  Pieskowa 
Skala  Castle. 

Most  Popular  Coin:  platinum  $100  bullion  coin  from  the  United 
States  featuring  the  Statue  of  Liberty. 

Most  Innovative  Coinage  Concept:  silver  $5  issued  jointly  by 
Kiribati  and  Western  Samoa.  The  coin,  commemorating  was  and  peace, 
comes  in  two  pieces  that  interlock. 

Most  Inspirational  Coin:  10-leones  from  Sierra  Leone  honoring 
Mother  Theresa  and  Princess  Diana. 

The  selection  process  for  the  1998  Coin  of  the  Year  award  will 
begin  later  this  year.  The  1998-dated  coins  will  have  a  tough  act  to  follow, 
according  the  World  Coin  News  publisher  Ulrich  “Rick”  Groth. 

"The  quality  of  entries  in  this  annual  competition  has  never  been 
higher,”  he  said.

Museum  Moves  Reed  Collection

No  more  than  a  third  of  the  visitors 
to  the  Durham  Western  Heritage  Mu¬ 
seum  are  estimated  to  have  seen  the 
Byron  Reed  coin  and  document  collec¬ 
tion  when  it  was  on  view  from  1989 
through  1996  m  a  space  isolated  from 
the  rest  of  the  building’s  exhibits. 

“They  didn’t  even  know  it  was 
there.”  said  Randall  Hayes,  the  muse¬ 
um's  executive  director. 

He  vows  that  this  will  change  in 
about  90  days,  when  a  more  spacious 
and  viewer-friendly  Byron  Reed  exhibit 


is  scheduled  to  open  m  a  new  location 
alongside  the  museum’s  other  lower- 
level  permanent  exhibits. 

Preparations  for  the  $300,000  dis¬ 
play  have  moved  into  high  gear  since 
the  question  of  what  to  do  with  a  wind¬ 
fall  from  a  1996  sale  of  a  portion  of  the 
city-owned  collection  was  resolved  last 
week. 

The  Omaha  City  Council  overrode 
Mayor  Hal  Daub’s  veto  and  passed  an 
ordinance  that  calls  for  the  excess 
funds  —  now  about  $2.8  million  —  to 
go  into  an  endowment,  with  the  annual 
interest  to  be  used  for  preservation  and 
display  of  the  holdings. 

The  storied  collection  of  coins,  med¬ 
als,  bills,  books  and  manuscripts  was 
willed  to  the  City  of  Omaha  in  1891 
upon  the  death  of  Reed,  a  prominent 
Omaha  real-estate  developer  and  city 
official. 

The  collection  has  been  in  the  head- 


lines  since  1994,  when  Mayor  P.J.  Mor¬ 
gan  proposed  selling  a  portion  of  the 
collection  to  raise  $3  million  toward 
the  cost  of  renovating  and  expanding 
the  Western  Heritage  Museum. 

The  City  Council  eventually  ap¬ 
proved  the  sale  by  Christie’s.  The  sale 
took  place  in  October  1996  in  New 
York  and  London,  generating  net  reve¬ 
nues  of  about  $5.6  million.  A  pro¬ 
tracted  debate  then  ensued  about  what 
to  do  with  the  extra  proceeds. 

Now  that  the  City  Council’s  action 
has  put  those  disagreements  to  rest. 
Hayes  said,  the  museum  wants  to  get 
beyond  the  controversy  and  concen¬ 
trate  on  trying  to  assemble  the  best  ex¬ 
hibit  possible  with  the  objects  that  re¬ 
main. 

.  Construction  is  more  than  halfway 
completed  on  the  exhibit,  and  the  dis¬ 
play  cases  will  be  installed  in  the  next 
two  weeks.  At  the  same  time,  curators 
are  putting  the  finishing  touches  on  in¬ 
terpretative  panels  that  will  accompany 
the  show. 

Hayes  hopes  the  corns  and  docu¬ 
ments.  which  have  been  stored  at  the 
Gerald  R.  Ford  Conservation  Center 
since  1996.  can  be  transferred  to  the 
Western  Heritage  Museum  in  the  next 
two  weeks. 

“We're  ready  to  receive  it."  he  said. 
“The  vault  and  storage  areas  are  all  fin¬ 
ished  off.  The  safes  are  in  place.  Secu¬ 
rity  systems  are  in  place.  Every  thing  is 
in  place.  We’re  just  waiting  for  them 
(the  city)  to  return  it." 

Planning  for  the  new  exhibit  has 
been  under  way  for  about  two  years. 
The  only  given,  Hayes  said,  was  the  de¬ 
sire  to  create  a  display  environment 
that  was  more  inviting  and  informative 
than  the  previous  one. 

“I  thought  it  was  dark  and  dismal." 
he  said.  “There  were  no  explanations. 
If  you  weren’t  a  coin  collector,  and 
qven  if  you  were,  it  left  you  cold." 

,To  help  in  the  conception,  museum 
officials  traveled  to  the  Smithsonian 


Institution  in  Washington,  D.C.,  and 
the  head  of  the  Smithsonian's  coin  de¬ 
partment  has  visited  the  Western  Heri¬ 
tage. 

In  addition,  Omaha  museum  offi¬ 
cials  met  a  few 
times  with  an  infor¬ 
mal  committee  that 
included  Omaha 
coin  collectors, 
Reed  descendants 
and  other  inter¬ 
ested  parties  from 
the  community. 

Working  with 
this  group,  museum 
officials  decided  to 
move  the  Byron 
Reed  exhibit  from 
its  former  location  on  the  far  east  end 
of  the  museum's  main  floor  to  a  space 
below  on  the  track  level. 

_  The  new  gallery  will  have  about  2,- 
*00  square  feet  of  usable  space  — 
about  1 .000  square  feet  more  than  the 

previous  space.  The  new  location  will 
be  an  extension  of  the  museum’s  other 
permanent  exhibits,  with  visitors  able 
to  gain  access  through  two  entrances 
off  the  “Omaha  at  Work"  exhibit. 

Final  details  still  are  being  worked 
out,  but  Hayes  said  the  new  Reed  dis¬ 
play  will  be  a  themed  survey  of  the  his¬ 
tory  of  comage  geared  to  the  general 
public  rather  than  a  highly  focused  dis¬ 
play  that  would  appeal  mostly  to  spe¬ 
cialists. 

The  new  display  also  will  contain  ex¬ 
tensive  educational  materials  on  Reed, 
the  history  and  importance  of  the  col¬ 
lection  and  reasons  why  people  assem¬ 
ble  collections  of  objects,  such  as  corns 
and  documents. 

Between  800  and  1,000  objects  will 
be  on  display,  Hayes  said,  compared 
with  the  300  before.  Included  will  be  a 
significant  number  of  the  pattern  and 
territorial  coins,  the  most  important 
segments  of  the  collection.

1-Year  Review 
Is  Budgeted 

As  part  of  the  ordinance  gov¬ 
erning  the  use  of  $2.8  million  in 
windfall  revenues  from  the  sale 
of  part  of  the  Bvron  Reed  coin 
and  document  collection,  the 
Omaha  City  Council  set  aside 
$100,000  for  an  m-depth.  one- 
year  review  of  the  collection. 

The  Western  Heritage  Mu¬ 
seum  will  analyze  all  of  the  ob¬ 
jects  in  the  collection,  studying 
their  importance,  condition  and 
educational  potential.  The  mu¬ 
seum  then  will  create  a  multiyear 
plan  for  the  conservation,  exhi¬ 
bition  and  interpretation  of  the 
holdmgs. 

“One  of  our  concerns.’*  said 
Executive  Director  Randall 
Hayes,  “which  we  expressed  to 
the  City  Council,  is  that  this  col¬ 
lection  has  never  been  properly 
assessed.  The  only  work  done  on 
the  collection  was  done  for  the 
purpose  of  a  sale." 

Undertaking  the  study  will  be 
Larry  Lee,  an  independent  cura¬ 
tor  and  numismatics  expert  who 
has  helped  the  museum  plan  its 
Reed  exhibit.  He  will  be  under 
contract  to  the  museum  for  the 
year  and  will  have  the  temporary 
title  of  assistant  curator  of  nu¬ 
mismatics. 

As  part  of  the  study,  Hayes 
said,  the  museum  will  examine 
what  effect  the  1996  sale  had  on 
the  collection  and  whether  the 
museum  should  consider  acquir¬ 
ing  pieces  that  could  fill  any  pos¬ 
sible  gaps.

Mint  Announces  1999  Release  Schedule 


The  U.S.  Mint  plans  a  series  of 
numismatic  releases  for  1999,  including 
the  annual  proof  and  mint  sets  with  the 
addition  of  the  first  five  of  the  50  state 

quarters,  as  well  as  various  commemo¬ 
rative  coins. 

Following  on  the  heels  of  the  Dolley 
Madison  commemorative  silver  dollar 
released  on  Jan.  1 1  are  the  1999-dated 
gold  and  silver  American  Eagle  bullion 
coins,  which  were  to  hit  the  market  Jan. 
28.  Distributors  said  they  were  expect¬ 
ing  that  the  silver  Eagles  would  be 
delivered  to  clients  Feb.  1 . 

The  market  for  bullion  coins  is  quite 
hot  and  the  Mint  has  had  a  difficult  time 
keeping  up  with  demand. 

Proof  versions  of  the  gold  and  silver 
Eagles  will  be  offered  to  collectors  in 
March. 

Then  it  will  be  a  waiting  game  until 
May,  when  the  next  offerings  are  to 


appear.  A  George  Washington 
commemorative  $5  gold  coin  will  be 
first,  followed  by  a  nine-coin  regular 
1999  proof  set  and  the  five-coin  1999 
50  state  quarters  proof  set. 

A  Yellowstone  commemorative 
silver  dollar  is  scheduled  to  appear  late 
in  June. 

An  1 8-coin  mint  set  will  be  available 
in  July,  as  will  the  Young  Collector’s 
Set  and  the  platinum  American  Eagle 
proofs. 

Finally,  the  1999  silver  proof  sets  - 
both  a  five-coin  1999  50  state  quarters 
version  and  the  nine-coin  set  -  will 
come  out  in  September. 

The  release  dates  given  are  all  tenta¬ 
tive.  Delays  and  specific  dates  will  be 
reported  as  they  occur.  Prices  and 
projected  mintages  will  also  be  reported 
later.
